PEOPLE ON BOARD IN PANIC:

Engineers Stick to Posts, While Crew 
Guards Life Boats. 


HALIFAX, N. S., Dec. 28.—Enveloped in 
flames and with 380 panicstricken passen- 
gers huddled on the decks, the steamer 
Strathcona raced for whore in the darkness 
last night. It wae a race with death, and the 
steamer won. 

The 880 passengers were landed and in less 
than an hour the steamer had burned to 
the water’s edge. 

‘The flames, fanned by the speed, were 
spreading with tremendous rapidity, and the 
ship presented a terrible sight as it forged 
ahead at the top notch of its speed toward 
shore. The engineers stuck to their posts in 
the engine room till the flames broke through, 
but still they refused to abandon the hold. 

The man at the wheel stood by the wheel

PERISH ON TRIP HOME. 


Soo Limited Heavily Laden with 
People Bound for Family 
Reunions Wrecked and 
Burned. 


Enderlin, N. D., Dec. 23.—Nine lives were 
lost and thirty-seven persons seriously in- 
jured in a collision between a south bound 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. Marie 
passenger train and a switch engine in the 
railroad yards here early today. 


Eight of the dead were killed outright;

Bill Must Be Paid Now. 


The taxpayers of Chicago will be called 
upon to pay a bill of approximately $30,- 
000,000 for public works undertaken or or- 
dered to be undertaken during 1906, and 
those vitally interested—residents of the 
sections immediately affected—are prone to 
think the day of realization is still afar in 
the future. 

The trouble may be due to the mayor's 
divided attention to the city’s affairs, or 
to the natural weakness of an ‘‘ idealistic "’ 
administration, but, regardless of the cause, 
the fact remains that Chicago is now reap- 
ing a whirlwind. 


I. M. O. Man Rules Department. 


Perhaps the mayor’s initial mistake was in 
placing a former cigar salesman and I. M. O, 
politician in charge of the big department of 
public ‘works instead of naming City Engi- 
neer W. A. Shaw for that responsible post. 
Shaw, presumably, could not carry his ward, 
and may possibly have had some professional 
scruples about doing so, but, whatever the 
facts, the mayor’s political exploitation of 
the biggest department in the city hall has 
achieved for his administration an unenvi- 
able record, as the latest illustrations to 
come to light will show. 

Only one bridge has been equipped with 
safety lights and gates, although the council 
has appropriated 56, 000 to cover the cost, and 
more than a year has passed since the public, 
arotiséd by a sickening fatality at the Rush 
street bridge, ordered such protection be in- 


stalled. 
Bridge Work(?) an Example. 

Mayor Dunne’s refusal to place the bridge 
employés under civil service has left that 
branch of the elty service under about the 
same notorious conditions as prevailed dur- 
ing the fat and fallow years of Mayor Har- 
rison, but the delay in the construction of 
new bridges at points where they are vitally

enveloped in flames, but he stood at his post 
until the steamer was beached. 

Most of the passengers were only. half clad 
when they landed. The passengers and crew 
lost everything. The captain was the last to 
leave the steamer. 

Full of Christmas Shoppers. 

The Strathcona left here last evening 
under command of Capt. Reid. Most of the 
passengers were returning to their homes 
along the east coast after a few days of 
Christmas shopping in Halifax. A few hours 
after leaving port fire was discovered in the 
after hold, and despite the efforts of the 
officers and crew the flames spread rapidly. 

When the cry of fire was raised the pas- 
sengers, most of them clad only in their 
nightclothes, rushed on deck and made a 
dash for the lifeboats, but the crew held 
them back. The boats were not launched but 
were made ready for use in case the flames 
completely enveloped the steamer before 
land could be reached. 

Steamer Races for Shore. 

The terror stricken passengers were hud- 
dled together in the bow of the ship, which 
was headed for Port Dufferin, the nearest 
place on the treacherous coast where the 
steamer could find a harbor. 

While the Strathcona was driven towards 
land at top speed the sailors tried to fight 
back the flames with streams of water. The 
draft caused by the steamer’s rapid prog- 
ress, however, fanned the flames into greater 
fury, and in a short time the entire after por - 
tion of the vessel was on fire. 

Heroism of the Engineers. 

Down in the engine room the engineers and 
firemen stuck bravely to their posts, although 
the flames had begun to surround them. Not 
until the keel of the steamer grated ona reef 
a mile from the entrance of the harbor did 
they abondon their dangerous positions and 
rush to the deck. Then the boats were low- 
ered and ali of the passengers, together with 
the thirteen members of the crew, found 
safety on shore. 

The Strathcona was only 2 years old, and 
was a vessel of 200 tons. In addition to 
the passengers it carried a full general cargo 
of supplies and Christmas goods for de- 
livery at various points along the east coast. 
It was Valued at $44,000. 

Not long ago the Strathcona ran into and 
sank the sailing steamer Havana in Halifax 
harbor, and was condemned to pay 530.000

All Going Home for Christmas. 


The train was loaded to its full capacity 
with Christmas travelers bound for their 
homes in the east. It was due.at Enderlin at 
11:45 p. m., but last night was about two 
hours late. The engineer was running at 
high speed in an endeavor to make up the 
lost time. As he swung around à curve just 
before entering the yards at Enderlin, a 
switch engine was shifting a string of box 
cars on to a side track. The cars did not clear 
the main track and the passenger engine,col- 
lided, head on, with the switch engine. 

Both engines were wrecked and the pas- 
senger cars were thrown in confusion down 
a small embankment at the side of the track. 
Several of the day coaches were turned bot- 
tom side up and the passengers pinned be- 
neath the wreckage, which took fire from the 
stoves used to heat the cars. 


Smoking Car a Shambles. 


All of the fatalities occurred in the smoking 
car, which was completely telescoped by the 
baggage car. Here algo were most of those 
who wereinjured. The car was crowded and 
as the whistle had just sounded for Enderlin 
almost every one was on hie feet when the 
crash came and the dead and wounded were 
piled into almost inextricable masses. 

With the wreckage afire from the over- 
turned stoves used in heating the cars, there 
was a race between the rescuers and the 
names. By almost superhuman efforts the 
flames were fought off until all of the dead 
and injured had been removed from the

Slight Exertion Winds Him. 

The last cut on the tram rail—the final 
work necessary to Hicks’ rescue—was fini: hed 
after midmight. No sooner was the section 
removed and the way left open than Hicks 
began to scrape away the rocks and dirt 
and crawl toward the opening. 

With arms in front of his head he went 
into the miniature tunnel and began to work 
his way slowly through to the other side of 
the car. When he had progressed about half 
way he stopped.. Supt. Frank Miller, who 
stood at the tube at the mouth of the shaft, 
immediately asked what was the matter. 

“©, nothing,” Hicks called back. “I’m 
just going to stop. I'm out ot wind. My wind 
is short, you know.“ 

Hicks moved a few inches farther toward 
freedom. Then his arms were seized by Dr. 
Stinchfield and Miner Gents, who, exerting 
all their strength, pulled the miner into the 
main tunnel, where he was placed in a sitting 
position. The blindfold had been removed, 
as the tunnel was lighted by candle only and 
the light was dim. 


Hicks Needs No Stimulants. 

Hicks was not emaciated, as was ex- 
pected. He was strong, and the stimulants 
that had been prepared for him were not 
needed. His beard was thick and stubby, 
but not grown out. His face and hands 
were dirty, but his clothing was fairly 
clean and in good condition. 

As soon as Hicks had stood up, stretched, 
and blinked his eyes in the candlelight, Dr. 
Stinchfield stepped forward, with tears in 
his eyes, and, laying his hands affection- 
ately on Hicks’ shoulders, skid: 

Well, how are you, old boy?’ 

Tears were in the eyes of Hicks as well 
as he replied: . 

“Iam feeling fine. I can never thank you, 
doctor, for what you have done.” 

Then Supt. Cone, who bad staid by the 
work day and night, came forward, took 
Hicks by beth hands, and said: 

“lam glad to see you again, old man.”

Urges Comprehensive Subway. 

In a letter to Charles Werno, chairman 
of the local transportation committee of 
the city council, George W. Jackson, 
who was chief engineer in charge of the 
construction of the Illinois Tunnel com- 
pany’s subway in Chicago, urges the neces- 
sity for a subway to handle the city’s traffic, 
but advises caution in the passage of such 
a grant. 

In part he writes: 

“The time has arrived, in my judgment, 
when there is absolute necessity for the con- 
struction of a comprehensive subway in Chi- 
cago not only in the downtown center but 
as far south as Sixty-seventh street, west 
to Fortieth avenue, and as far north as Ful- 
lerton avenue. 

For the members of the city ~ouncil to 
bind the city with a contract pertaining to 
the construction of a subway with any cor- 
poration operating through a license from 
the city council would not only work a great 
detriment to the taxpayers and residents of 
Chicago but in the near future it would be 
shown as being most unfortunate. 

The one way that the taxpayers and 
residents of the city of Chicago would be 
able to get reduced rates is by competition, 
and one of the practical ways to bring about 
competition would be for the city to con- 
struct a subway, or to arrange ft have one 
constructed, which would allow the placing 
underground of gas mains, electric light and 
telephone cables, steam heating systems, 
cold air circulating systems, and other utili- 
ties which are needed at this time, and which 
would bring about a reduction in the prices 
now paid by the people of Chicago to the 
present companies. 


Council Should Be Careful. 

In order to fine my position, I desire to 
state if it were in my power to grant an or-

He was one of the 
organizers of the association which has since 
been turned into a union, and it was he who 
started the agitation for the 10 per cent in- 
crease in salary which went into effect Dee. 1. 
He has been the constant butt for the writers 
in the union paper since he withdrew from 
the organization, but regardless of this has 
a lafge following among the men.

BABY MIXES POISON DRAUGHT; 
MOTHER DRINKS IT AND DIES. 


Three Year Old Boy Puts Enough Tab- 
lets in Glass of Medicine to Kill Fifty 


Men, Says Doctor. 


Richmond, Va., Dec. 23.—f Special. ]—Mrs. 
J. F. Obenchain died at her home in Roanoke 
yesterday, the victim of poison at the hands 
of her 3 year old boy. The mother had pre- 
pared’ a dose of salts, but was called sud- 
denly from the room before she swallowed it. 

In the interval before her return the child 
climbed up in a chair and emptied sixty-five 
anti-septic tablets into the glass. They dis- 
solved, leaving no trace but a white sediment 
thet was indistinguishable from the ealts. 

Mrs. Obenchain swallowed the draught 
and an hour later died in great pain. The 
doctors sald there was enough poison to 
kill fifty men. 

The child, when interrogated, sald he “ was 
mixing medicine like mother did.“ 


LEO’S MONUMENT NEARLY DONE 


Arrangements for Removal of Dead 
Pontiff’s Body Delayed for Fear 
of Mob Violence. 


ROME, Dec. 23.—The work of erecting a 
monument to Pope Leo XIII. inside the 
church of Saint John Lateran is proceeding 
rapidly. A large statue flanking the monu- 
ment and representing Religion has already 
been placed in position. The monument will 
be ready at the end of January. Nothing, 
however, has been decided about the removal 
of the remains of Pope Leo, Pope Pius being 
desirous of avoiding disturbances similar to 
those attending the funeral of Pius IX., when 
the casket bearing his body was almost 
thrown into the Tiber.

TWO BELIEVE EACH OTHER HOLD- 
UP MEN—NEWSBOY SHOT. 


Robert Thiess, Newspaper Carrier, 
Badly Weunded by David Schnell, 
Grain Merchant and Board of Trade 
Member—Both Feared Each Other, 
and Early Morning Shooting Is Re-

The belief that each had encountered 3 
holdup man caused a shooting affray yester- 
day morning im front of the West Chicago 
club house, 60 Throop street, which resulted 
in serious pistol wounds to Robert Thiess, a 
newsboy 16 years old.

The boy, hearing the shot, ran down the 
street, whereupon Schnell, becoming more 
convinced of his suspicions, ordered him to 
stop. He did so and Schnell walked toward 
him, and when within ten feet of the newsboy 
fired another shot, which took effect. The 
boy dropped to the ground and Schnell walked 
to his house. 

Nathan Oppenheim, manager of the club- 
house, heard the shooting ana sent for the 
police. The boy Was taken to the hospital 
and the police, after learning that he prob- 
ably would not recover, arrested Schnell and 
brought him to the hospital, where a state- 
ment was obtained from the boy.

The newepapers speak in italics of merry 
Christmas and happy New Year, explaining 
them as happy English expressions, and peo- 
ple seem to be more in this seasonal spirit 
than sorrowful over the unhappy state into 
which has fallen the ancient church of 
France. To be sure, deeper feelings may be 
hidden, but it is difficult for the unprejudiced 
to find any great dissatisfaction with the ex- 
isting conditions as ordained by the govern- 
ment and sustained by the chamber’s action.

A doctor 
was brought at once, but Fairchild never 
recovered consciousness and died almost in- 
stantly. Straight says the shooting could 
only have been accidental. He regards the 
idea of suicide, which was suggested in some 
papers before the details were received, as 
impossible.

RISES AS FROM THE GRAVE 
TO CONTEST SISTER'S WILL. 


Charles Joseph Glover, for Forty Years 
Regarded as Dead, Claims Part of 
Kenosha Estate. 


Charies Joseph Glover, for forty years be- 
lieved by his relatives to be dead, has arisen 
as if from the grave to claim a share in an 
estate of $25,000 left by Nancy Glover, «@ 
spinster of Kenosha, Wis. Glover's unex- 
pected appearance upon the scene a day be- 
fore the will was to have been probated is not 
the only interesting feature of the contest 
which will be taken up in the Wisconsin 
courts Jan. 4. 

Mise Glover, who was 8&2 years old, over- 
turned a kerosene lamp in her house in 
Kenosha on Dec. 7. It ignited her eloth- 
ing and her body soon was enveloped in 
flames. When she was taken to a hospital 
a few minutes later it was found that nearly 
half of the skin was burned from her body. 
Stimulants were given to her and she lived 
until the following morning. 

It was during these hours of semi-con<- 
sciousness that the will, in which all of the 
property was left to a niece in Lisbon, 

D., was drawn up, the attorney who 
drew it up being made executor. 

Two days later Glover, who lives at 111 
Seminary avenue, learned of the death of 
the woman, who, he says, waa his sister. 
He investigated, and learned of the dia- 
posal of the property which had been deft 
to Miss Glover by her father, Col. James 
Glover, a pioneer lumberman of Manttowoc. 
Glover consulted Attorney Seth Crewe re- 
garding the case, and a protest against 
probating the will wae filed in court 

In this protest Glover tells of running 
away from a little boarding school in which 
he was placed more than forty years ago, 
after the death of hig mother, who was the 
second wife of his father. He spent six 
years upon the lakes, then settled in Chi- 
cago, married, and now is the father of 
five children. 

Meanwhile, -his relatives in Kenosha knew 
nothing of his whereabouts. He did not com- 
municate with them and he was given up for 
dead. While his sister was alive, he sald, he 
did not think it would be right to claim any 
of the money which had been left her by his 
father, who believed the son was dead. But 
for his children, he says, he now is making 
the contest. 

Attorney Crews expects to show that Miss 
Glover was in no condition to draw up or 
sign a will and that she was influenced by 
those who were about her. The records of 
the hospital in which sne died, it is said, show 
that her temperature and pulse were far 
below normal—that she was dying at the time 
she signed the paper.

To put a ref- 
erendum in the traction agreement is to 
postpone the placing of orders and to 
lengthen the period during which the 
people will have to put up with trans- 
portation over streaks of rust called 
rails, and to be tossed back and forth in 
rickety cars. 
Some of the men ho say “faith to 
the people requires the insertion of 3 
referendum provision in the traction or- 
dinances say, apologetically, it probably 
would be impossible to get the necessary 
number of names to a petition by Feb. 
1, in which case there could be no refer- 
endum vote. Then a whole month would 
be wasted. Nothing would be done in 
the way of reconstruction until it was 
certain that no petition would be got up 
and no vote taken. The aldermen can 
find a better way of keeping faith with 
the people than by compelling them to 
endure the horrors of travel in Chicago 
street cars for even thirty days longer 
than is necessary. 


THE NEW CHARTER SCHOOL BOARD. 

The changes proposed in the school 
board law are to the advantage of the 
city. The reduction of the number of 
members of the board to fifteen will 
make for efficiency. The tendency for a 
large board to become a debating society 
has never been so apparent as at pres- 
ent, but under any circumstances the 
number is too large. The board should 
continue to be appointed, not elected. 
Of course it is possible for men and 
women to be appointed who are not fit 
for the place, but it is less likely to hap- 
pen in the future, now that the people 
understand the danger of electing a may- 
or who is incapable of performing one of 
the most important duties of his office. 
If the mayor appoints the board he will 
be held responsible. If the board is 
elected there is no place to put the re- 
sponsibility, as political exigencies some- 
times compel the nomination of men 
whose qualifications are doubtful. A 
wave of party enthugasm may sweep 
men into office whose claims on the 
ground of personal merit would not stand 
a moment’s scrutiny. There is a general 
feeling that there are too many elective 
offices, and school officers should not be 
added to the list. 

It is right to give the board power to 
establish schools for the blind, deaf, and 
crippled, normal school<, and so on, but 
if this power is granted there is all the 
more need of limiting tle control of the 
finances of the schools. The education 
of the children in the common schools of 
the grammar grades should not be al- 
lowed to suffer because of the establish- 
ment of these special schools for a lim- 
ited number of pupils. A board of fad- 
dists might, without realizing it, fritter 
away hundreds of thousands of dollars 
on things harmless in themselves but 
which the city cannot afford if the gram- 
mar schools are to be adequate. 

One great danger to which the schools 
are exposed if the board is either elective 
or too large is that the principle of repre- 
sentation may creep in. It does no harm 
for certain offices which are titular dig- 
nitaries and whose duties are performed 
by permanent clerks and deputies to be 
allotted according to locality or nativity. 
If the balance of the ticket requires that 
a German or a Swede, a north sider 
or a south sider, be nominated for city 
clerk, no great harm is done. But that 
is not the way to get a good school 
board. To have any regard for race, 
place of birth, or place of residence in 
picking out the best men to consider the 
needs of the children is absurd. Intel- 
ligent men should be appointed, cspable 
both of thinking for themselves and of 
investigating the special needs of any lo- 
eality or class of pupils without necessa- 
rily living in any particular spot, follow- 
ing any particular trade or profession, 
speaking any particular language, or be- 
longing to any particular church. The 
best men to be found is what the people 
want.

A CAPE COD CANAL 

One of the features ot the present era 
of canal building is the transfer to a 
leading banking house of New York of 
the franchise for a canal across the Cape 
Cod isthmus. Everything now points to 
the speedy completion of an enterprise 
which has been considered off and on for 
more than 200. years. 

The projects have been many which 
have been associated with an inland 
channel near the sea through which com- 
merce might go without the dangers at- 
tendant upon the ocean voyage. At one 
time or another plans have been pro- 
posed for such a roate extending from 
the vicinity of Boston to Pamlico sound. 
Several links of the system were built 
many years ago in the great canal dig- 
ging age. Others never found realiza- 
tion, although nature seemed to invite 
action. and promise success, 

One of these projects had for i‘g pur- 
pose the avoiding of the trip around 
Cape Cod, a place associated with many 
dangers which caused delay and loss. It 
bas been estimated that 28 per cent of 
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tance between Boston and New York by 
the inside route seventy miles, and will 
save 125 miles in comparison with the 
outside route around the cape and along 
the south aide of Long island. With a 
notable saving in distance and the avold- 
ance of the dangerous fogs and storms 
about the cape the canal, from several 
points of view, looks like a good business 


proposition for those who are backing it 


with thelr money. 


HIGH ART AND TRASH. 

Fully satisfied that Americans have no 
reliable convictions as to a national duty 
in the matter of a tariff on art, artists in 
Paris and other European cities are fa- 
voring us with their opinions. Some 
maintain, speaking purely disinterested- 
ly, that all duties should be removed. 
Others contend that in this case the 
country would de immediately flooded 
with bad pictureg palmed off on ignorant 
buyers by unscrupulous dealers. A com- 
promise is suggested in the way of a 
specific tax of $100, thus “ preventing 
the importation of artistic trash.” 
Meanwhile nothing is done, and the 
world wags on as before. 

The idea that a duty of $100 will keep 
out “artistic trash” is much more glibly 
announced than easily believed. Pos- 
sibly it is the feeling that it is our obli- 
gation to protect our trash against for- 
eign trash that has Inspired the sugges- 
tion, though even trash may differ in de- 
gree of glory. It is assumed, of course, 
that no great American artist will desire 
to be protected against foreign competi- 
tion. Only the painters of trash will feel 
the effects of the pauper artists of Fu- 
rope permitted to compete with their 
daubs against our daubs when the tariff 
is wholly removed. This truly would be 
a lamentable condition of affairs and is 
to be surveyed. with apprehension. 

But there might be occasions when 
even a specific duty would not keep out 
the trash which threatens our art cen- 
ters, for some of the trashiest of work 
has been not infrequently sold by wicked 
dealers at preposterous prices. Yet, 
aside from a little personal vexation, no 
great harm will be done, for it is becom- 
ing easier for a camel to go through a 
needle’s eye than for a bad picture to 
find its way into a public gallery, and its 
presence in a private collection merely 
emphasizes its failings and assures its 
banishment as its owner increases in 
If it were 
left to the purchaser he would resent the 
imputation that a tax has been levied in 
order to protect him against bad art. 
Perhaps he would go so far as to say 
that he did not care to study art at $100 
a lesson with the unsolicited assurance 
that the measure was wholly and unr2- 
servedly in his interest. 

These critics who are so solicitous lest 
bad art should be precipitated on Amer- 
ica in chunks when the tariff is removed 
might procnre the passage of a provision 
establishing the grade of a work of art. 
In this way all the good things would 
slip through and the domestic trash 
would be amply protected. Possibly this 
is not practicable, but any one can see 
that it is alike protective, and instrue- 
tive, and uplifting. We need all the art 
we can get on the most reasonable terms. 
As for the trash, it will soon take care 
of itself when a liberal campaign of edu- 


cation is opened.

When Lord Leven, the well known Anglo- 
American banker of London, died last sum- 
mer it may Ye remembered that he left a 
sum of about $250,000 to be devoted to the 
restoration of Holyrood chapel at Edinburgh, 
conditional on the acceptance by Lord Bal- 
carres and by Sir John Stirling. Maxwell of 
the responsibility of supervising the execu- 
tion of the work. It was the object of Lord 
Leven that the Holyrood chapel, or rather 
Abbey church, should be restored so as to 
serve once more as the chapel of the Order of 
the Thistle. 

Lord Balcarres and Sir John Stirling Max- 
well invoked the assistance of Prof. Lethaby, 
and on the strength of his advice havenow 
decided to decline the bequest on the ground 
that the projected restoration was impracti- 
cable. It could not be accomplished without 
the complete disappearance of all the ancient 
portion of the architecture, which dates from 
the thirteenth century. 

Popular feeling throughout Scotland was 
against the idea of restoration. It was felt 
that the remantically picturesque ruin in its 
present condition constitutes a great histori- 
cal monument, harmonizing with the senti- 
ment of the scene in which it stands, and that 
ahy attempt to tamper with it in the way of 
restoration would partake of the nature of 
vandalism. So Lord Leven’s estate is now 
the richer by $250,000, while American tour- 


f ists who visit Edinburgh will be able to enjoy 


in the future as in the past the spectacle 
presented by the most beautiful type of thir- 
teefith century architecture in all Scotland.

Holyrood palace, by the bye, has just been 
the scene of one of those interesting finds 
which are ever and again taking place in 
ancient palaces and castles, where rooms, 
sometimes walled up, remain unopened for 
100 and 200 years at a time, until they are for- 
gotten, and where great chests, hidden away 
in vaults and garrets, are left undisturbed 
for an even still longer period. Most of my 
readers will recall how Sir Walter Scott of 
Waverley novel fame rediscovered the crown, 
the scepter, the orb, and the other jeweled 
regalia of the kings of Scotland, hidden away 
in a huge chest in the castle at Ddinburgh, 
where they had remained concealed and alto- 
gether forgotten for considerably .over 100 
years. 

Now a find has just been made in Holyrood 
palace of a quantity of well nigh priceless 
Flemish tapestries 300 years old which had 
— missing since the end of the eighteenth 
century. They were discovered in olearing 
out the apartments in the palace, which the 
present duke of Hamilton has been forced to 
surrender to the crown, after being retained 
for more than 100 years by previous dukes of 
Hamilton as hereditary keepers of Holyrood 
palace. 

— 


The apartments were some of the finest in 
the palace, and when King Edward, after 
his accession, caused the palace to be sur- 
veyed, with a view to its occasional use as 
a royal residence, it was reported te him that 
any such idea would be out of the question as 
long as the duke of Hamilton retained the 
best rooms. Thereupon the king set to work 
to ascertain what rights the dukes of Hamil- 
ton had to the apartments in question and 
found that they had no werrant and that 
their occupation thereof was pure usurpation. : 
Accordingly the duke was asked to surrender 
the rooms, which he promptly proceeded to 
do. He never had occupied them nor had 
they been occupied by his predecessors. In- 
deed, until King Edward took the palace in 
hand, the drainage and sanitary arrange- 
ments of the palace were so abominable as 
to render it altogether uninhabitable. *

After the surrender had been made, some 
time last summer, and the Hamilton rooms 
were examined, all these superb Flemish tap- 
estries were discovered hidden away there, 
rolled up and forgotten. The duke had the 
audacity to put forward a claim to the tap- 
estries on the ground that they had bee 
found tn his apartments, and would not 75 
satisfied until the matter bad been submitted 
to arbitration. This, of course, has been de- 
cided against him and now the tapestries are 
to be used in draping the walls of the great 
picture gallery of the palace in lieu ot the 
array of mythical royal portraits, which, 
from an artistic point of view, seriously mar 
ae beauty of that magnificent and historic

Room will de found elsewhere for these hun- 
dred and ten paintings of alleged predeces- 
sors of King Charles II. on the throne of Scot- 
land. True, they have hung in their present 
place since his reign, that is to say, for about 
250 years. But they are “ counterfeit pre- 
sentments in every sense of the words, and 
far from being copies of authentic originals 
these crowned effigies of fabulous Picts and 
Scots may be described as a job lot effort of 
a seventeenth century Dutch painter's im- 
agination. 

So it is probable that future American vie- 
itors to Edinburgh will miss them from the 
walls of the great-picture gallery at Holyrood 
house and will ve to look for them elee- 
where, possibly in some of the storerooms 
1 have deen the scene of interesting 
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beauty. Not only was the 

usual pictorial charm, but the spirit in which 
the lines were spoken and the entire per- 
formance made to move was that of the 
truly poetic and harmonious. ._Nothing was 
overdone, nothing of note was left undone, 
there was effective play of light and shadow, 
and naturalness in speech and action was 
skillfully preserved throughout, without at 
any time sacrificing musical value of the 
poetic line or dignity and beauty of move- 
ment. 

A scenic setting different in part from that 
formerly used by the two stars has been pro- 
vided. Notable among the e are those 
of the setting of the ballroom sc 
now has & background of marked bea 
the rearrangement of the balcony scene do- 
ing away with the shrubs and blooms that at 
first crowded the stage; a new getting for 
the street in Verona, and a new one for that 
in Mantua. 

The lightigg of the scenes throughout is 
better than before, especially noticeable be- 
ing the improvement of that in Juliet’s cham- 
ber. The stage arrangement has been sim- 
plified in a number of instances, betterment 
being in every case the result since fussy 
detail thug has been done away with. 

The costuming, too, is of great beauty, the 
harmony of colors in every stage picture be- 
ing source of genuine gratification to the 
spectator who is sensitive to these things. 

— 

As for the performance itself, which is of 
course the essential, only highest commenda- 
tion is im place. The Romeo of Mr. Sothern 
has gained greatly in lightness and brightness 
since first it was disclosed here. There is 
no longer the dark tragic shadow thrown 
over it which at one time made it unduly 
somber and heavy. This Romeo now is 
merely lovelorn in the first scenes—pleasant- 
ly, not tragically melancholy, over his pas- 
sion—and the premonitions of evil which are 
felt before the Capulet ball is visited are flot 
made so depressing in their effect om Romeo's 
spirits as they were at first. 

The meeting with Juliet is admirably 
handled with true impulsiveness and passion, 
although the constant lowering of the mask 
still impreases as out of pace. The baicony 
ecene, is filled with the love devotion and the 
longing that belong to it, and the first visit 
to the friar js lent charm by the happiness 
which Romeo's appearance, voice, and mo- 
tions express. 

The meeting with the nurse has the essen- 
tial. touch of lightness, and the duel with 
Tybak is carried off with stirring vigor and 
yet with avoidance of the excess which for- 
merly marred it. The “ banishment ”’ scene 
also is more moderately played than before, 
but with a sincerity and intensity which make 
it truly impressive and appealing. 

The farewell to Juliet is naturally and sim- 
ply done, and is now one of the most affect- 
ing parts of the entire performance. 

Great improvement has been made by Mr. 
Sothern in his treatment of the Mantua scene. 
Formerly it was made lugubrious and the 
expression of grief at hearing of Juliet’s 
death was melodramatic in its intensity. On 
Saturday the actor stood motionless when the 
news was told him. He seemed completely 
stunned, his orders to his servant were given 
as though almost unconscious of what was 


being said, and it was only when the thought 


of the apothecary crossed his mind that 
Romeo seemed to realize where he was and 
what he had to do. It was a highly artistic 
and tellingly impressive treatment of a diffi- 
cult scene.

The Juliet of Miss Marlowe ever has been 
one of her most appealing and most lovely 
characterizations, The subtle but strong 
suggestion of womanly purity and fineness 
which the actress’ personality carries with 
it lends to her Juliet a charm which is irre- 
sistible. The girlishness of sweet maiden- 
hood distinguishes the portrayal in the 
earlier scenes, and the strength and deter- 
minatioh of matured womanhood are voiced 
and expressed in the last two acts. 

The scene in Friar rence’s cell is still 
one of Miss Marlowe’s most potent and most 
beautiful achievements, and her potion scene 
is now more impressive than before, because 
simpler in treatment,

St. Louis, Mo., Deo. 23.—[{Speciai.]—Ciyde 
Fitch's departure from the society drama 
and Miss Blanche Walsh's interpretation of 
the piece in which be departs, “ The Straight 
Road.“ pleased St. Louis tonight, when it 
was produced for the first time. Miss Walsh 
takes the part of a girl of the slums, not in- 
herently bad, but exposed to the worst 
temptations.

Stagg Leader in New Plays. 

“Mr. Stagg got a long way with the new 
game last fall, but, as he himedif admits, he 
came nowhere near solving half ite possibil- 
ities. From what I saw I would not hesitate 
to say his was the best style of play from 
practically every viewpoint. Next year we 
can expect great things from Mr. Stagg, and 
I believe he will make good with our expec- 
tations. 

There le only one criticism which I would 
have to make, and this is in regard to the 
forward pass. I believe the forward pass 
should be encouraged more. Most players and 
coaches feel there is tco much risk in trying 
it. Thie risk should be made smaller in some 
way, and I think, perhaps, one way of re- 
ducing it Would be to substitute a penalty of 
fifteen yards for loss of the ball when it 
strikes the ground. 

This, however, is not a serious objection.

The time not to try 
it, of course, is when the ball is in too close 
proximity to your own goal.“

“TI agree with Eckersall in general, but I 
believe something should be done to clarify 
the rule in regard to hurdling,” said Capt.

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EXPERT WARNS OF DANGER FROM 
DAIRYMEN’S DISHONESTY. 


Paul Pierce, Editor of What te Bat, 
Relates Tricks of Milkmen to Pre- 
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Made of Extremely Poisonous Min- 
eral, Popular Because They Are 
Hard te Detect—Frauds Practiced 
by Wholesale in Datables. 


New York, Dec. 28.—New Yorkers are 
cheated out of $117,000,000 every year in the 
purchase of adulterated foods, according to 
a published statement of Paul Pierce, editor 
of What to Bat, pure food crusader, who has 
recently made a personal investigation into 
conditions in the metropolis. That is, New 
Yorkers pay $117,000,000 every year for im- 
ijtation foods, made to represent real foods 
by means of chemical preservatives and col- 
oring, that are worse than no foods at all. 
They are a tax on the digestive organs and 
afford absolutely no actual sustenance. 

Sixty-six thousand people die in New York 
every year. Of these 26,000 are infants under 
5 years of age. In his magazine Pierce says: 

„A suggestion of the cause may be found 
in the condition of New York's milk supply. 
Milk sold in New York is often preserved 
with formaldehyde, which is used asa sub- 
stitute for cleanliness, Formaldehyde is poli- 
sonous to babies. 

But a still greater danger to New York’s 
milk supply exists in the small amount of 
effort exercised to protect it from contami- 
nation. The New York health authorities 
have not learned ped — 3 333 
tible to polsonous pollu any ot 
substance used for food. This is specially 
true in the summer time. 

„Any foreign substance admitted to milk, 
however minute, affords a nucleus around 
which thousands of germs assemble, nest 
and multiply. Drop a hair or a speck in a 
pail of milk, then witth a microscope notice 
how the myriads of germs immediately as- 
semble around it and how they procreate 
until the entire quantity ie polluted. 

Milk Is Quickly Infected. 

The pollution of milk begins with the first 
exposure to the air. ' That is why in first 
class dairies, such as rarely can be found in 
or around New York, the cows are milked 
with automatic milkers into airtight pails so 
as to protect the milk from this source of 
defection. To be pure the milk should re- 
main airtight untid it is drunk by the con- 
sumer. Nature recognizes this truth, as is 
shown in the method by which all mothers 
nurse their young. 

„% New Tork pays an awful penalty for this 
polluted infant food. The New York health 
report shows that 367 babies under 5 years 
of age died from diarrheal diseases during 
the week ending Aug. 11. 1906; 373 died during 
the week ending July 28; 350 during the week 
ending July 14; 867 during the week ending 
July 21, and for the weeks ending Aug. 4, 
342; Aug. 1], 867: Aug. 15, 307; Aug. 25, 293. 

“The fact is that the deaths of infants 
under 6 years of age from dlarrheal diseases 
cutnumder the total deaths produced by any 
cther cause in New York. The deaths from 
diarrhoea of children under 5 years of age 
during the summer months comprise about 
one-fourth the deathe caused by all the other 
ailments combined. 

New York has realized partially the awful 
penalty it is paying for impure milk, but it 
has not struck at the core of the evil, the 
dairy. It is learned from reliable sources 
in cows in many dairies are not examined 
ag to their healthfulness, that many of them 
are aMicted with tuberculosis and other all- 
ments, and that sickness in the home of the 
dairyman is often carried in the milk to the 
consumer. Milk is shipped to the city from 
great distances in milk cans that are often 
uncleanly. 

New Preservative Introduced. 

There is reason to believe that a new 
preservative, not yet discovered by the city 
chemists of New York, is being employed. 
It might be suggested that the chemists 
search for fluorides. They are difficult to 
detect, consequently they are gaining in pop- 


ty. 

“These new preservatives have recently 
made their appearance on the market in the 
forms of cakium peroxide, magnesium perox- 
ide, and ammonium fluoride. The latter has 
— been advertised, and its sale is on the 
quiet. 

“ Hydrofluoric acid, from which the neu- 
tral fluoride ie obtained, is a mineral acid 
of a corrosive nature, and is a most active 
poison. Ammonium fluoride, as used in food 
products, is @ most powerful germicide and 
antiseptic. 

“On being taken into the stomach the 
hydrofluoric acid is liberated in a nascent 
tate, in which state it rapidly absorbs the 
water in the cellular tissues, but loses none 
of its poisonous characters. 


Simple Rule to Tell Purity. 

“Here is a simple direction to employ in 
examining milk for its purity: 

“When milk is skimmed or watered, the 
fluid is of a thin, bluish color. To cover this 
defect coloring is resorted to by unprincipled 
dairymen. This may be known by letting the 
milk or cream stand in a clear glass twelve 
hours. If thé lower layer be of the same 
shade as the cream, artificial coloring is in- 
dicated. Cream low, or deficient in butter 
fat, may be detected in a similar way. 

“If an aniline dye has been employed to 
give the milk or cream an apparent richness, 
@ little vinegar added to the heated cream or 
milk produces in the curd a distinct orange 
color. If caramel or annato have been used 
the curd will have a brownish coler. The 
curd of pure milk or cream should be nearly 
white,” 

“If the cream or milk be kept in an open 
vessel for forty-eight hours and remains 
8 it is almost sure to contain a preserva- 

Nearly Everything Adulterated. 

Next to milk New York’s greatest food 
imposition consists in imitation products. 
Here are some of the more common frauds 
found through purchases at random: 

“ Butter—Colored with aniline dye. 

* Coffee—Poorest brands of Brazilian told as 
pure Mocha and Java. 

Baked pork and beans—Preserved with for- 
maldehyde. 

oda water—Containing acetic acid and coal 
tar dye. 

“Canned peas—Preserved with salicylic acid 
and containing saccharin. 

“ Candy—Containing glucose and saccharin and 

eolored with coal tar dyes. 

“ Cocoa—Excessive in starch and containing 

ground shells and sugar. 

* Catsup—Colored with coal tar dye and pre- 
@erved with salicylic and benzoic acid. 

“ Vinegar—Fifty per cent of it In dee York is 

impure, some being made almost entirely of min- 


ral acid, and colored with aniline.

EPIDEMIC OF DIPHTHERIA 
AND SCARLET FEVER IN CITY. 


Health Department Says 104 Persons 
Have Died, of Contagion in Infected 
Districts. 


An epidemic of scariet fever and diphtheria 
in many sections of the city is reported by 
the health department. The contagion is said 
to be most noticeable in the area bounded by 
Diversey avenue and the north branch, by 
Division street and Chicago avenue, and by 
Kedzie avenue, comprising the Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth, and Twenty-eighth wards, and in 
another area bounded by Taylor and Morgan 
streets, the south branch, and Hoyne avenue, 
comprising the Tenth and Eleventh wards. 
During the vacation holidays the health 
department will make a complete investiga- 
tion of all cases and all schools will be disin- 
fected. Principals will be instructed to ex- 
elude such children as are believed to be 
affected. There have been 104 deaths re- 
ported from the two diseases in the week. 

In view of a discussion of the danger at- 
tending the use of “ parlor” matches, the 
department urges the use of the double 
tipped match, which, it is said, will aot fly 
apart when ignited, thereby causing con- 
flagrations. 

There were 618 deaths reported for the week, 
118 of which resulted from pneumonia. , 


COUNTY BOARD PLANS HOME 
FOR POOR TO COST $225,000, 


Will Appropriate $25,000 for Site and 
Hear Request for Remainder to 
Erect Structure.

Holiday duliness prevailed in the wheat 
market last week. Trading, quiet and devoid 
of notable feature, was almost wholly pro- 
fessional in character, and values fluctuated 
within the narrow range of a cent. In the 
earlier sessions there was a shade of firm- 
ness, but as the period wore on sentiment 
appeared to become more bearish, although 
there was no pronounced pressure against 
the market) Final prices for the cereal 
showed %c higher for the current month, 

weaker for May, and ne easier for 
the July, as compared to the last quotations 
of the preceding week. 

The week's news offerings, none unusually 
important, were varied complexion. 
Bears appeared to find considerable argu- 
ment for their side in the fin given 
out by the government at W on on 
the total yield of the grain. However, bulls 
insisted that the showing had been dis- 
counted and that the situation in the spring 
wheat country was sufficiently bullish to 
held the market pessimibts in check. 


Bulls Point to Lighter Receipts. 
Optimists point to the fact that arrivals 
at the neipal primary points since July 1 
have ma 
corresponding period last year, declaring that 
conditions are inconsistent if the actual 
yield is up to the big total estimated by the 
bears. They also point to the ndid show- 
ing made thus far in exports evidence 
that, despite all the talk of foreign indiffer- 
ence to American grain, there has been 
“something doing" all the time. Hence- 
forth the shipments from Russia are expect- 
ed to show lighter, and decreases in the vis- 
ible supply are looked for by conservative 
students of the trade. Advices from the 
Argentine have been of a conflicting char- 
acter, some to the effect that crop conditions 
were favorable, others that progress had not 
been satisfactory. The situation in the do- 
mestic winter wheat sections is generally 
regarded as satisfactory, although some 
complaints have emanated from parts where 
the weather has been too open.” 

Generally speaking, the cash markets have 
held fairly firm, but northwestern millers 
have been complaining of duliness in the 
domestic and foreign flour inquiry. Numer- 
ous important sales of hard winter wheat 
by the southwest to northwestern flourmak- 
ers recently have been reported, and these 
dealings have convinced the bulls that the 
situation in the northwest is much more 
promising to their cause than the millers 
are willing to admit. 

Must Have Outsiders’ Support. 

“The wheat market will not do much in 
Ather direction,’’ said a student of the gen- 
eral situation, untl the outside speculators 
and investors become more active. At pres- 
ent the public is doing practically nothing, 
despite the fact that commission charges 
have been put back to the old basis. The 
market at the moment offers but little induce- 
ment to the outsider who is looking for quick 
action, but I believe that the May wheat can 
be bought safely on all suggestions of reces- 
sions from the present level. However, I 
should not hold out for more than a moderate 
advance. The short interest is much larger 
than is generally imagined, and the continued 
dullness of the trade is of big service to it. 
With the current month out of the way, con- 
ditions should be more promising. 


Little of Interest in Corn. 

The week's operations in the corn market 
were dull, almost everything done in the pit 
being for professional account. Price 
changes were slight, but throughout the week 
there were suggestions of increasing bearish 
sentiment. The colder weather and the more 
liberal acceptances of bids sent to the coun- 
try, both promising an increased movement 
of the grain to market, held the bull in check.
